Upon release from imprisonment, the defendant shall be on supervised release for a term of :

ADDITIONAL SUPERVISED RELEASE TERMS 

The defendant shall participate in an alcohol aftercare treatment program, which may include breathalyser testing, 
detoxification service, outpatient counseling, as approved and directed by the Probation Office. 

The defendant shall participate in a mental health treatment program, which may Include outpatient counseling or 
residential placement, as approved and directed by the Probation Office. 

The defendant shall cooperatively participate in a mental health program specifically related to sexual offender therapy, as 
approved by the probation Office. The defendant shall abide by all program rules, requirements and conditions, which may 
include, but is not limited to, submission to periodic and random polygraph testing, piethysmograph examinations, and 
ABEL assessment, as directed by the probation Office.

The defendant shall not possess or use a computer that has access to any "on-line computer service" at any location, 
including his place of employment, without the prior written approval of the Probation Office. "On-line computer service" 
includes, but is not limited to, any Internet service provider, bulletin board system, or any other public or private computer 
networl^. 

The defendant shall have no direct, or indirect, contact with children, age 18 or younger, and shall refrain from loitering in 
any place where children congregate, including but not limited to residences, arcades, parks, playgrounds, and schools. 
He shall not reside with a child or children under the age of 18 without the expressed and written approval of the minor's 
legal guardian and the written permission of the Court. 

The defendant shall not be employed in any capacity or participate in any volunteer activity that involves contact with 
minors under the age of 18, except under circumstances approved in advance and in writing by the Court. 

The defendant shall not possess any pornographic, sexually oriented, or sexually stimulating materials, including visual, 
auditory, telephonic, or electronic media, and/or computer programs or services that are relevant to the offender's deviant 
behavior pattern. He shall not patronize any place where pornography or erotica can be accessed, obtained, or viewed, 
including establishment where sexual entertainment is available. 

The defendant is required to register as a sex offender for a minimum of 25 years in any state or jurisdiction where he 
resides, is employed, carries on a vocation, or is a student. 

The defendant shall not utilize "900" adult telephone numbers or any other sexually related telephone numbers and shall 
confirm compliance through submission of personal/business telephone records. 

The defendant may not own or possess any type of camera or video recording device without the approval of the probation 
Office. 

The defendant shall participate in, and successfully complete, a residential and/or out-patient substance abuse treatment 
program, which may include drug testing and detoxification service, as approved and directed by the Probation Office.
